Considerable emphasis Is 
placed on painstakingly-illustrat- 
ed medieval illuminated manu- 
scripts. Efforts have been made 
to present the story of written 
records from Babylonian limes to 
the age of modern printing. 

A number of unique individual 
Items are displayed. 

Early Kllile 
An early Illblo, hand-copied by 
monks and chained down lo the 
bench, Is to be viewed. Individual 
puges from Illuminated manu- 
scripts of tho same period are 
shown. 



Prom earlier times, a papyrus 
leaf fragment of the ancient 
Egyptian Book of tho Dead Is 
displayed. A Babylonian clay cyl- 
inder chronicles a royal decree 
45 centuries old. 

Exhibits of exceedingly rare 
eighth to eleventh century manu- 
scripts Include specimens from 
Kngland, Trance, Germany, Italy. 
I'orsla and Ethiopia.

Drawings nnd models represent- 
ative of the work of the last year 
students In Architecture will be 
on display in the lobby of the 
Engineering Hullding. Included in 
this demonstration will be a de- 
sign for a Tubercular Sanitorluni 
which was considered the best 
student proposal prepared In Can- 
ada In 1952. 

ELECTRICAL ENGINEERING 

Featured in the Electrical En- 
gineering displays will be models 
of the first electric motors; the 
phenomena of three dimensional 
sound will be demonstrated by 
means of special equipment that 
will creat an Illusion of sound 
moving ncross tho room. Also on 
display will be electronic measur- 
ing equipment, the Insidcs of tel- 
evision and radio receivers, ultra- 
high frequency nnd radar appar- 
atus.

Dr. Klibansky Speaks on 
Contributions of Science 

What is the contribution of science in the moral strug- 
gle of today? According to Professor Raymond Klibansky, 
the true scientist is one who does not merely concern him- 
self with pure scientific insight, but considers the moral 
implication of scientific progress as well. 



Proressor Klibansky, research 
professor or philosophy at McGill 
University, spoko at Hlllel yester- 
day In the first or thu "Meet the 
faculty Series". An unusually 
large crowd was in attendance ns 
the Professor lectured on "Moral 
Implications of Scientific Pro- 
gress In the Twentieth Century: 
A Philosopher's View." Deploring 
thu moral damage that material- 
ism has Invoked upon tho world, 
Proiessor Klibansky stated that 
gains In modern science have 
been achieved by disregarding 
moral values. Twentieth century 
scienco characterizes actions in 
quantitative terms rather than 
ethical terms of good and bad. 

Professor Klibansky, who ob- 
tained his Pli. 1). Buminu cum lau- 
tie at the University of Heidelberg 
when ho was twenty-three years 
of age, went on to slate that 
scienco has negated the previous- 
ly-held theory of determinism in 
favour of indetcrminism. Since

So spoke Mi.-s Thclmn Wagner 
of the Dept. of Physical Educat- 
ion yesterday. Miss Wagner's sub- 
ject in her adtlress to the Modern 
Dante Club was "The Meaning 
of Modern Dance". 

Emphasizing that this medium 
lends itself to the creation of 
compositions rather than thcrc- 
croatlon of old themes, she point- 
ed out that tho process ot going 
through the stages of creation is 
a valuable thing today.

When discussing the various problems 
of our society sooner or later one has to 
come to grips with the problem of educa- 
tion. And, after having run down our edu- 
cational institutions, the methods of teach- 
ing, and the financial problems of teach- 
ers, one is apt to conclude with a common 
generalization: "The solution to the ills of 
mankind can only be achieved with a good 
educational system." 

College students, in particular, have the 
iiaive nnd rather snobbish altitude that if 
everybody were educated, e.g. were brought 
to~t.he." sain e educational status that they 
have, there would be no more problems. 
Yet, they seldom try nnd understand the 
existing social situation with any amount 
of realism. They might argue for and 
against classical education as opposed to 
'progressive' education, but they never try 
to place themselves in the position of some 
youngster living in a slum district where 
'manliness' and 'success' are translated in- 
to various forms of vice, crime and 'flashy' 
clothes. Or, perhaps, understand the mental 
anguish of a child whose mentality is be- 
low normal and cannot grasp the intricacies 
of multiplication. 

If presented with these problems, Joe 
College will flick the ashes of his cigarette 
and say: "There arc special schools for 
the delinquents and the mentally retarded." 
Somehow or other, he firmly believes that 
there is some institution with teachers well 
versed in child psychology to take care of 
these problems for him. Yet if asked if he, 
an honours psychology student, will be 
teaching one of these institutions he will 
mutter something about not enough 
'dough', or, not being interested in that 
particular field, or similar obtrusities. 

The simple fact is, that valid as his 
answer may be, Joe College is an adept at 
passing the responsibility of any disturbing 
reality on to some imaginary institution 
which he pictures as having the wisdom of 
Solomon, the kindliness of a friar, the re- 
sources of a Rockefeller and a staff like 
the Pentagon's. Joe College is too busy 



worrying about a few 'Big Questions', wo- 
men, beer and his own future, to figure 
out what he can do personally to alleviate 
the ignorance and poverty that do exist 
in our society. 

Soon, Joe College will be a respected 
citizen and he will forget his discussions 
about education, send his children to school 
and complain about the teacher when his 
son does not develop into a genius. lie will 
retain the concept about educational in- 
stitutions that he had when in college, will 
continually boast of how good schools were 
in his time and then promptly forget about 
the whole thing. 

An institution exists because it satis- 
fies a need. A successful institution is that 
which has the cooperation and work of the 
members of the society in which it exists. 
Education is a great problem which our 
society is trying to solve through its insti- 
tutions. However, Education is a field that 
is not restricted to the classroom. In the 
classroom it flourishes like a plant in a 
garden. However, if the soil is poor the 
plant will be weak and its produce meagre. 

The soil for our educational institutions 
is our own society. We can only hope to 
achieve success in the classrooms if we are 
willing to do our best in our own fields 
to make our society conscious of its prob- 
lems and bring to light the possibility of 
their solutions. 

But better schools and belter teachers 
will not solve the problem of delinquency 
and poverty and sickness: those can only 
be solved by an understanding on our parts 
of the factors that bring about these prob- 
lems and a sincere, honest and intelligent 
approach to their solutin. 

Our own futures are pretty safe, we 
have the means, the training and the intelli- 
gence to make them so. Surely we can 
spare some of these assets to help those 
less lucky to help themselves and make 
their future less hopeless. 

Otherwise we leave them a horrible 
alternative: Communism.

I presume 
ihal a survey of the Soviet slate is about to 
follow. 

1 would suggest that the. discussion of a 
few key-problems of Hussion history would 
le more conducive to the. understanding of 
the Soviet Union. There is the key-problem of 
the Russian attitude to authority; the begin- 
nings of a "Social" interpretation of litera- 
ture in the 10th century; the importance the 



split between "Westerners" and "Slavophi- 
les" and ils repercussions; Panslavism, the 
conception of the Russian Church. Then of 
course, there must be an understanding that 
Russia is not the only Slav country in Euro- 
pe, only 50% nf its population is Slav, and 
there arc about (10,000,000. Slavs in East Cen- 
tral Europe with millennial traditions of 
statehood and culture. Russian policy with re- 
spect to other Slavs would also be of interest 
in helping students to assess today's world 
situation. 

I should also like to mention that there, 
arc courses given at McGill on Russia and 
East Central Europe, and that no student of 
history can hope to obtain a world outlook 
without some knowledge of things East of the 
Elbe, nor can any student vitally interested 
in relations between East and West afford to 
ignore the history, past and present, of the 
East European and Russian peoples.

(Continued from jmgo I) 
direction, henco all actions of 
man nro Irrelevant to his ante- 
cedent state, and man Is freo. It 
Is hero that science encroaches 
upon ethics, which restricts him 
to certnln moral standards, and 
philosophy, which believes that 
certain sociological and psycholo- 
gical factors, among others, tend 
to influence man's behnvlor and 
actions. 

In concluding his talk, Profes- 
sor Kilbansky spoke ou the rela- 
tionship between tho progress of 
science and morals. It is his be- 
lief that there is a fundamental 
problem facing nil scientists, in 
that any now Insight on their 
part into tho basic structure of 
matter may bo used for good or 
evil intents and purposes, the de- 
cision resting not within tho 
scientist's hands, but within those 
of society. 

The next lecture in tlso "Meet 
tho Faculty Scries", which will 
be a scries of ten lectures to bo 
held throughout the cntlro school 
year, will take place on Tuesday, 
November 3.

May I express the opinion that the issue 
of tlio Dully (or Monday, September 21, was a 
disgrace to the university? 

Suppose wo ask whut standard of llterucy 
is to be looked for In university publications. 
To give a specific answer would bo difficult; 
but surely one may assume that a student news- 
paper, however informal and friendly It may be, 
is not up to university standard it It regularly 
abounds in errors for which students are fulled 
in their freshman year. Monday's Dally con- 
tained such confused thought and expression, 
such illiterate idioms, and so many outright 
errors in grammar, spelling, and punctuation 
that lia publication on u university campus 
seemed presumptuous. I cannot recall rending 
any other periodical published by editor, syn- 
dicate, society, or Institution that is as Illiterate 
as the McQIU Dally. There may bo one, of 
course, or perhaps two; but It Is to bo assumed 
that McGIll students would bo dissatisfied to 
bo in such company. 

Do you over sit down and iisk yourself, Mr. 
Kdltor, why the Dally is as bad as It la? It 
roads like a paper serving ignornnt, Irresponsi- 
ble, hypocritical students — a sorry state of af- 
fairs, if true. 

That ignorance Is present cun hardly be 
denied: Ignorance of literary standards and 
techniques, Ignorance of university standards, 
Ignorance of journalistic standards. 

Unless wo assume something like gross 
Ignorance on the part of those rcsponsiblo for 
the paper, wo shall find ourselves considering 
hypocrisy ns an alternative, because from time 
to time the Daily has said quite a bit about 
literacy and about Its own standards. A feature 
article on Monday committed it to these Ideals: 
The Dally has certain standards which must 
be ndherod to. Iteportlng must at all times be ( 
accurate. Style, while original and interesting, 
must be nature nnd sensible.' (The final sent- 
ence Is faulty in construction.) The question Is: 
what are these standards? 

Style must be 'mature and sensible.' What 
\<i one to mako of these excerpts from an 
editorial? 

For these activities supplement 
the training given by the faculties 
and he who would derive from 
his yearn at McGill all that he is 
entitled to must neglect the ones 
as little as he does the others. 

While in some field of ende- 
avour man forges ahead at un 
alarming pace, in others he lags 
behind, dangerously so, for these 
are essential to the proper usage 
of the first.

In short, not to multiply examples, the 
style of the Daily is not mature and not sen- 
sible, .staffers who think It Is, one must suy, 
are misinformed; stnfforn who think It is not 
arc Imposing on their readers when they wrlto 
without maturity and sense, 

I suggest a thorough revaluation of tbo 
standards and aims of the Dally. For instance, 
Monday's issue announced 'that tbo student 
who wishes to Join the staff 'does not . . . 
rcqulra any special qualification, except perhaps, 
a rudimentary knowledge of spelling.' (This 
sentence Is incorrectly punctuated.) Obviously, 
a more thtin rudimentary knowledge of spelling 
is required for newspapor work. Why do you 
not demand that every student who seeks the 
prlvilego of working for the Dally should be, 
let us say, nt least moderately competent In 
spoiling? Why, Indeed, should anyone have been 
admitted to university If he has only n rudi- 
mentary knowledge of spelling? This instance 
Illustrates how seemingly elementary matters 
that concern the Dally are related to funda- 
mental issues of tbo university. 

Apparently, Monday's Issue was Intended lo 
Introduce freshmen to various nspects of McGill. 
What were they to think when they founu 
that the university newspapor contained school- 
boys' errors In spelling (like 'fourty' nnd 'lm- 
mosurnbly') and expected them to be enlighten- 
ed by proso constructed as badly as this pas- 
sage: 'Courses must bo planned with the aid of 
a timetable. These will be Issued to all students, 
but they should also check with tho revised 
timetable...'? The general Btandard of the 
paper demeaned tho literary values that tho 
froshincn might have expected their university 
to uphold nnd that it was the responsibility of 
the paper tc uphold If it was sincere In tho 
lofty challenge that it flung to the freshmen in 
an editorial, 'Why Are We Here?' 

Why do students put up with such a paper* 
The only answers that I can think of are uot 
pleasant. A peculiar tolerunce exists on the 
campus for literary expression that is halfway 
to being correct or to stating a meaning. In a 
university this Is not a mark of hrnadmtndedncss 
or maturity but a symptom of disease. We all 
mako mistakes, myself included; we may all 
enjoy the humour that often arises from mis- 
takes; but a university community that per- 
petuatos its mistakes mid thinks that correct- 
ness and accuracy, not to mention grace and 
force, of expression do not matter very much, 
though it may bring out a paper every morning 
for forfv years, will not matter very much. 



Editorial : 

The Fate Of Our Language 

'Shortly lifter Tim Dally published IIiIn year's Prcslililiili 
Issue wo received n letter from Professor Sprott of tho Knglish 
Department, We reprint the letter on this nnge. 

At. flr.it glance it limy seem that Professor Sprott luis ln» 
dulgod in n scathing attack on The Dully. However, wo think 
hint in his letter lie bus brought to light an Issue or great 
concern to universities all "cross Cntiiidn. This Issue Is the 
usage — or inlsiisiigc — of the ICngllMi language, ns blatantly 
demonstrated by The Dully. 

Wo hasten to point out (lint the problem Is not one of 
concern only to teachers nnd students; Industry, commerce and 
the Knglisli speaking world nt large Is getting progressively 
concerned about the Innbllity ot people to express themselves 
correctly and succinctly. 

Inspired, you might say, by Professor Sprott's letter, wo 
decided to devote n large part or an Issue to article* Investigat- 
ing various aspects or the present state or the English language. 

What Is happening- to our language ? Are we, ns is quoted 
lu au article on puge two, "linguistically going to the dogs ?" 
Or Is English merely In a process of evolving toward m new 
form ? or Is our education nt fault ? Or are we Just tuo lazy 
and disinterested to cure 'about It? 

Wc lean toward the latter two suggestions. Certainly the 
answer to the question "Is our education nt fuiilt ?" seems 
often to depend on the personal interests of the answerer; the 
suggestion that the public is too lazy to care about English Is 
not likely to he made by anyone who cures about public opinion. 

Professors are nrensed by the school people of grossly 
exaggerating the situation; while the latter arc In turn accused 
of shirking their responsibilities. 

Whatever the true state nrrnirs may be, wo should nsk 
ourselves just whnt It Is; then, whatever our nnswer, wc should 
nsk ourselves "What can we do about it. ?" 

In deciding the Importance of Knglisli in education, wc 
must further deride once nnd for all the question of "liberal 
education" versus "prarllcnl education" — a question fast 
coming to a head In our neighbour to the south, and one that 
Is of intimate concern to lis,

Proper English: 

Its Importance

Molson Professor of English

It Is h notorious fact that at tho present 
time the degree of proficiency In elementary 
English Composition exhibited by many High 
School graduates In tho English-speaking coun- 
tries If disturbingly low. It Is disturbingly low 
In Canada: not long ago tho President of tho 
University ot Toronto made somo very signi- 
ficant remarks In this connection. It Is dis- 
turbingly low in the United Kingdom: -it any 
rnte It was disturbingly low there hair a dozen 
years ago, as I know from personal experience. 
Within the Inst few years I have read press 
reports of speeches made by educators In the 
Antipodes — speeches deploring the same kind 
of carelessness, the sniuc kind of Imprecision, 
the same kind of slopplness In students' self- 
expression its troubles me when I read tho 
essays submitted to me by the freshmen whom 
I teach. This carelessness, this Imprecision, this 
slopplness can bo observed any day. not only 
In the exercises presented by those registered 
In English 100C, but also In the conversations 
between, students which professors cannot help 
overhearing on the campus. Only today a collea- 
gue has told me of his horrified reaction to 
the terms used by one student speaking Jo a 
second who was about to consume a sandwich. 
To the latter the former said 'I dldn' bring 
no lunch'. To the illiteracy of the 'no' must 
be added, In reproach, the downright disgrace 
or the rallure to pronounce the final 'f or the 
colloquially permitted 'didn't'. This kind of 
thing goes on -all the time. It Ik plain shod- 
dlncss: people simply will not take the trou- 
ble to bo precise. 



One or the main runctlons of a University 
Is to encourage or, If necessary, to Inculcate 
In Its' students habits of clear thinking. Clear 
thinking Is essential in every walk of life. An 
engineer, or a lawyer, or a physician, or a 
business executive who cannot think clearly 
is not likely to be very succcssrul in his pro- 
resslonal work. Furthermore, no one unable 
to think clearly is likely to be n fully effective 
citizen. 

Now grammatical and syntactical accuracy 
is really Just a mailer of clear thinking. The 
person who is guilty of mating a singular sub- 
ject and a plural verb, as a result nt the in- 
fluence or. an Intervening plural noun. Is In 
Tact guilty or nothing more nor less than Im- 
precise thinking. He is being careless, 11 we 
write tho sentence 'Each or tho daughters are 
to have a separate share'. We are allowing tho 
word 'daughters' to influence us to give to the 
singular subject 'Each' a plural verb 'arc'. 
Wcro we to think clearly wo should not do 
this. Obviously singular must wed singular, 
and plural plural. The case Is similar If we 



write 'Nothing hut frivolous amusements pieaso 
those people', or II wn write 'When a string 
of such statements occur the effect la disagree- 
able', or If we write 'The mechanism of docks 
and watches were then totally unknown'. Again, 
the notorious 'mlsrelntod participle' Is evidence 
of Imprecise thinking. 'Walking up tho moun- 
taln-shle, u shower of rain descended on our 
unprotected heads.' Showers of rain do not 
walk up mountain-sides. Had the writer of tho 
sentence paused for a moment to think, ho 
would doubtless not havo nl lowed himself to 
imply that they do. When an instructor rebukes 
n student for this kind of Inaccuracy, the stud- 
ent may retort — many do — by saying that 
only a fool could misunderstand hint. Admit- 
tedly: but this does not alter the fact that one 
should say what one means, and not something 
else. 



Faulty word-order Is likewise a symptom ot 
Inaccurate thinking. 'Others killed partridges; 
he only killed time.' This means that 'he' killed 
time but did nothing else to it. The writer of 
the sentence should hnvo made It clear that the 
subject killed time ami tlnio only — not 
partridges and not anything else. 'The beaux 
of that day used the ahonilnnble nrt of paint- 
ing their races as well as their women.' in tho 
mind or a person thinking clearly this sentence 
must call up a rather remarkable picture. 

It may be pointed out that great writers 
not seldom perpetrate elementary grammatical 
errors. The translators or tho Authorised Ver- 
sion of tho Bible are rcsponsiblo (whether by 
perpetration or by acceptance) ror 'Wlvoin do 
men say that I am?' in St. Matthew's Gospel, 
and ror 'Whom think ye that I am?* in tho Acts 
or the Apostles. In tho Acts wo have nlso 'Tho 
number or tho names together wcro about an 
hundred and twenty'. Joseph Addison was usu- 
ally a carerul author; yet he j>ermltted hlmseir 
on one occasion to write 'Tho Inst arc Indeed 
more preferable', on another occasion to wrlto 
'I shall endeavour to live hereafter suitable to 
a man In my station', and on a third occasion 
to write or something which 'la neither capable 
or pleasing the understanding or Imagination'. 
This last example contains mote than one 
error, and Is Indeed an extreme ca«». 

If great, writers make gross blunders In 
grammar and syntax, why should McGill fresh- 
men not he allowed to do the same? The 
answer Is that lesser men may observe Homer 
nodding; hut, until they themselves are within 
striking distance of Homeric greatness, they 
would he wise to try not to nod,

Teachers Battle Overcrowded Classes, Curricula 



Foreign Student 
Learns English 

(As We Speak It) 



It !s not all of us whoso moth- 
er tongue is English. Those or us 
v/ho havo been learning tho lan- 
guage find ourselves constantly 
confronted with a problem of one 
kind or another. 

To express an Idea in English, 
we first of all think in our lan- 
guage, and then try to translate 
the Idea into understandable 
English. We find a big contrast 
between the English taught us at 
school and tho kind spoken in 
the outside world. We spend only 
a third or less of our day In 
class; tho Influence on us of Eng- 
lish outside the school becomes 
by far the greater. The Impact 
of these two opposing forces cau- 
ses much confusion in our minds. 

Education Dormant 
Until Needed 

In our English classes we are 
taught the rudiments of gram- 
mar; fascinating constructions 
and Idiomatic expressions arc In- 
troduced to us. Our Instructors 
help us to appreciate good Eng- 
lish. At times wo find beautiful 
passages In prose and poetry at- 
tractive and easily remembered — 
but after we have learn >d a lew 
Mgh-sounding phrases we tend to 
lot them lie dormant. We wait

until once in a while they spurt 
up In our essays, prepared 
speeches and debates. 

If ll Is questioned why we often 
tippear ignorant of proper Eng- 
lish, the answer may be found in 
this: Unconsciously we postpone 
tho iiso of proper English at 
school and outside ll until a 
foiuial occasion when we think 
ll necessary to use It. We forget 
that as students we should al- 
ways try to speak and write good 
English, regardless oi time, pla- 
ce or occasion. 

Environment 
Affects Language 

Some of the blame for this 
tendency may, If wo should be 
.permitted to rationalize, be pin- 
ned on our language environ- 
ment, which Is not always con- 
ducive to inspiring good English. 
Our outside associations with or- 
dinary people aro so closo and 
frequent that we are Influenced 
by their form of language. The 
Impcrfecl grammar we hear some- 
times makes un wonder whether 
there are two kinds of English. 
At this Juncture our human 
weakness steps In: we lose sight 
of ,he fact that wo have to main- 
tain a high standard, and fall vic- 



tims to a loose style of speaking, 
which wanders Into our conver- 
sation and writing. 

From comic strips, newspapers, 
and some radio programs \yo pick 
up expressions and grow with 
tlsem. 

Speedy Existence 
Causes Shortcuts 

Our mechanical society has 
been geared so much to speed 
that we always look for shortcuts 
and seek the lazy way of doing 
things. This appears In our lan- 
guage; we devise shortcuts in 
speaking — wo can hardly dis- 
tinguish between slang and Idi- 
oms. 

We should review our knowled- 
ge of the English language; we 
must remember that here In uni- 
versity wo have an immense op- 
portunity to Improve ourselves, 
and eminent professors from 
whom to team. Above all, as we 
Increase our vocabulary and our 
ttock of phrases and Idioms, we 
must make It a point to use tliem 
as often ns possible. In doing 
this our knowledge of language 
will grow to serve us In our dally 
speech. 



Teaching Problems 

In Elementary Schools 



It has always been considered 
the prerogative of the Older Gen- 
eration to look down at the 
Younger Generation and to pro- 
phesy for the latter rapid and 
tragic degeneration to an untime- 
ly end. "Going to tho dogs" is 
the modem Idiom. While this 
hardly represents a constructive 
approach, It Is a prevalent one, 
and condemnation has covered 
every aspect of the developing 
child's mind and personality from 
manners and morals to posture 
and speech. 

Usually there is Just - grounds 
for the criticism. Any Younger 
Generation, of necessity, hns a 
good deal to learn. It cannot be 
assumed, for exnmple, that the 
youngster Instinctively acquires 
much more than the rudiments 
of his spoken language until 
someone makes a directed effort 
to teach him. Yet the criticism 
of English standards on nil lev- 
els Is a prevalent one and. It must 
be conceded, one that is largely 
justified. 

What Happens 

After Lessons 

The school and the teacher are 
charged with the task of setting 
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matters right. It Is readily assum- 
ed that they are falling in their 
efforts. Yet whnt happens after 
formal lessons in English, and 
why? It could be this: 

A ten. year old might well come 
up to me in the classroom and 
announce* "1 seen the nurse nnd 
she said I should go home". 
Clearly here Is a fundamental er- 
ror In Grammar that should have 
been corrected In tho Grade Three 
'courso in language. Yet, with 
this child, the error persists, al- 
though tho child may not be 
otherwise inadequate In his school 
work. Why? 

Utopian 

Thinking 

In due course n note arrives 
j from .home, stating that the' child 
1 has' been absent because "he seen 
' the school nurse who said to keep 
I him home." It then Is seen more 
I clearly that the Younger Genera- 
tion may or may not ho heading 
in some derogatory direction, but 
certainly is tending to follow In 
the previous generation's foot- 
steps. 

It would be rather Utopian 
thinking to believe that the child 
who found one standard of En- 



I glish in the school room and the 
; text hook nnd another In bis lionii 
! and neighbourhood would set out 
to right tho home situation, or 
would meet with much success 
if he did. At best the child adopts 
a double standard. Ideally, he 
sees what Is right and governs 
himself accordingly In later life. 

There Is a strong caso to sup- 
port tho belief that faults In En- 
glish grnmmar and composition 
cannot be correctly looked upon as 
primarily faults of the school. Tho 
syllabus speaks for Itself. The 
"threo It's" have not been bodily 
tossed out the classroom window 
in favor of Ill-defined "new 
Ideas", as many seem to believe. 
They account for fully two-thirds 
of the alloted time on the formnl 
mid-elementary curriculum. Their 
Importance is reiterated In th? 
organisation of history, geogra- 
phy, health, science and other 
sucli courses which draw heavily 
on reading and related skills. 

Foundations 

Being Laid 

Through the elementary school 
years, foundations of formal edu- 
cation aro being laid. So It is 
(Continued on page 4) • 



Seeking to investigate tho opin- 
ions held ou our schools by some- 
one who Is actually connected 
With them, tho Dally recently In- 
terviewed Mr. Charles Illttenhou- 
se. Mr. Rlttenhouso is supervisor 
of English for elementary schools 
of the Montreal Protestant Sclwol 
Hoard. Ills own specialty Is in- 
hlructlon In dramatics. In addi- 
tion to his educational function, 
ho is acting president of tho 
Montreal Itcperlory Theater. Ho 
directed MKT's recent production 
or Bernard Shaw's "Saint Joan." 

Directed Toward 
General Question 

Most questions in the Interview 
were directed toward an answer 
to the general question: "Aro the 
educators of our school system 
satisfied with tho Job the schools 
are doing in teaching English?" 
Tile most Important part or Mr. 
Itltteiihouso's reply was: "75% 
of Montreal's students get flrst- 
class Instruction from first-lass 
Instructors. The other 85% gel 
at least thoroughly competent In- 
struction." 

While this statistic Is indeed 
gratifying as a whole, Mr. Illttcn- 
liouse's explanation for Its less 
gratifying aspect points out what 
may very well bo the greatest 
difficulty facing Montreal's 
schools at the present time: over- 
crowding. 

Schools Operate 
Under Pressure 

Our schools nro operating un- 
der very considerable pressure; 
they simply wero not built to 
handle the present population, 
though everything possible is be- 
ing done. 'Montreal, ot course, Is 
far from being tho only city 
suffering this difficulty. 

Tho result Is that a certain 
number ot students are forced to 
take instruction from teachers 
who, though perfectly competent, 
are not specialists In English. On 
the whole, the schools do a very 
good Job; some individual teach- 
ers do an amazingly good Job. 
Thero Is some shortage of leaclv-

ers, but this problem Is not near- 
ly as serious as that fostered by 
the excess ot students. 

Same Standard 
For All Pupils 

Mr. Ulttenhouso expressed tho 
opinion thut all high school grad- 
uates should achieve a respecta- 
ble degree ol competence In Eng- 
lish; to consider thoroughly com- 
petent English tlwj special prov- 
ince ol tho student planning to 
attend collego Is to Ignore edu- 
cation's purpose. 

In this connection ho stated 
one of tho fundamental problems 
In teaching English, or, for that 
matter, any other subject: "The 
vast majority of students do not 
realize the Importance of their 
English education until some time 
after .graduation from high 
school." Education, then, is a 
process which must often be ear- 
l led out against tho general In- 
terest ot the' student. That it is 
basically successful is attested to 
by tho low failure rato In English 
Composition matriculation exams 

— around 10%. 

Montreal Schools 
Conservative 

Discussing the much talked- 
about "modern methods" of edu- 
cation — tho "lcarn-by-dolng" 
and "make-learning-fun" schools 

— Mr. Klttenhouse said that 
Montreal schools were generally 
conservative — that Is, they 
"teach composition as composi- 
tion." No aspect of grammar or 
composition, he said, Is omitted 
from live course, though less at- 
tention is paid to formal gram- 
mar aud more to practical writ- 
ing. 

Another important problcl ot 
pressure was brought up in the 
interview; this time not the pres- 
sure ot overcrowded schools, but 
tho pressura of nn overcrowded 
curriculum. "Thero Is not enough 
time for English In high school." 
Much more could bo done with 
moro time; In many circles there 



is talk of extending the school 
day or tho school year. 

Varying 
Atmospheres 

Mr. Rlttenhouso had many in- 
teresting things to say on the in- 
fluence ot environment. He held 
that thero was no question of 
lower ability to learn In n child 
of financially poor parents than 
In a child of woll-to-do parents; 
but that tho latter was often at 
an advantage by virtue of his en- 
vironment. Any child is In nn 
atmosphere moro conductlvo to 
learning If bis parents speak 
careful English nnd havo less ma- 
terial, more highly-cultured In- 
terests. 

English as spoken on the 
streets and heard in daily life la 
or courso a very Important tactor. 
It was Mr. Ill t teahouse's opinion 
that everyday English In Canada 
is quite satisfactory. "Tho educa- 
ted Englishman," ho stated, 
"may speak botter English thnn 
the educated Canadian; but the 
average Canadian speaks better 
English than the average En- 
glishman." 

Much-Attacked 
Influences 

The Dally Interviewer brought 
up thoso much-attacked educati- 
onal Influences, newstand litera- 
ture nnd radio programs. Mr. 
Illltenhousa admitted that radio 
English was often deplorable, but 
said that the actors must neces- 
sarily speak In keeping with tho 
characters they are portraying; 
"Art is moro Important than the 
quality of Ihe English." He felt 
that whnt children heard on tho 
radio was at any rate much less 
Important than what they heard 
from their parents. 

Children's 
Literature 

On tho subject of literature 
read by children, Mr. Illttenhouse 
hold that most writers were very 
careful with their handling of 
our language; where English is 
bad it is necessary for the cha- 
racterization. The worst possible 
English, he said, was found in 
what peoplo consider really to bo 
children's literature — the little 



11.25 books with the calchy mys- 
tery titles — thoy nro In exe- 
crable tnsto — "a war against 
everything wo try to teach." The 
worst of theso books aro tho chil- 
dren's "series" novels, which ho 
said to bo empty, tasteless and 
badly constructed — comics are 



better. Pogo may torture every 
rule in tho book, but he does so 
with priceless comic effect. 

"Among our worst enemies", 
Mr, Ulttenhouso ended, "are 
thoso well-meaning aunts and 
uncles who send children theso 
books as presents." 
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English as it is taught in schools 
(grammar, spelling, reading, writ- 
ing, expression) is naturally re- 
cognised as one ot tho foundation 
stones of education; it Is imposs- 
ible to build an education with- 
out It. Conversely, without educa- 
tion there would be little need for 
Its foundation stones — English 
as it Is taught in tho homo Is 
perfectly sufficient tor one who 
is to remain uneducated. Let us 
than consider English not Just 
as a subject, but as a part ot 
education; let us look at the state 
ot education in general, assuming 
that whatever happens to it will 
happen to its parts, anJ vice-versa. 
The assumption la probably valid; 
education as a whole is being at- 
tacked from many quarters; stud- 
ents aro being nttacked no less 
for their inability to handlo En- 
glish thnn for their inability to 
handle mathematics. 

Old Definition 
Used Here 

"Education" is used here witli 
tho old, or traditional, definition 
ot tho word — "the imparting of 
knowledge." 

Education, at least up to the 
turn of the century, operated with 
this definition in mind. Unfortun- 
ately, however, it fell Into a rut 
— a dull, drab, conservative rut 
now known ns tho "tradition ot 
the little . red schoolhousc." It 
was not prepared for a violent 
change In tho limes. 

Tho times changed violently. 
Education stayed In its rut until 
it was too lato to mer My alter Its 
approach to enable it to keep up 
with tho world: It had to be 
wrenched out of its rut in order 
to survive at all. A new concept 
of education was Invented — the 
concept of "practical education." 

Grave Danger 
In New Concept 

The older education depended 
for its luccesi on living beside the 
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world, rather than In It; Its new 
concept brought education direct- 
ly into dally life — and placed it 
in grave danger of becoming sub- 
ject to the whim ot the majority. 

This danger was probably not 
seen by early "progrcsslvo educ- 
ators," who doubtless thought 
their schemes a necessary step in 
the growth ot education; but wo 
sec It now. 

Original Idea 

Disappeared 

Many Indeed feel that the orig- 
inal idea of practical education 
has got completely out of hand; 
that a concept originally designed 
to provide Just enough education 
to enablo ono to make one's way 
In tho world, though not under- 
standing the world, has degenerat- 
ed oven further until now just 
enough education Is provided to 
enable one to keep one's bond 
above tho water, lacking even nn 
Interest In understanding the 
world. They feel further that 
modern education has fallen Into 
the hands of misguided pedago- 
gues who steer it on a course 
which allows It to bo used as a 
tool of tho mass mind; that ns 
such modern education reflects 
and perpetuates all the ills of the 



mass mind. Since these attackers 
ot the practical education of our 
era are generally tho same people 
who consider the mass mind tn 
be very 111 indeed, In fact well 
on Its way towards acceptance ot 
totalitarianism, It Is needless to 
say that their writings present 
a very pessimistic picture. 

Small But Noisy 
Minority Group 

They constitute a rather Bmall, 
but noisy, minority. They are 
sincere men, very interested in 
tho world and very worried about 
what is happening to it. Their 
attacks, though often vloleni, 
have an air of desperation about 
themj they rend as a heart'u 1, 
plea: "Do something, before It Is 
too Intel" Many Bcem to feel that

Ab Mr. Bernard Idtlings Hull 
Bays in tbo forwnrd to a book, 
"And Madly Toacb," by Mortimer 
Bmlth, speaking of Mr. Smith: 
"He, and the rest of us who tons 
about this sort of dynamite, jurfbt 
to bo locked up. Tho way things 
aro moving, it looks not unlikely 
that bctoro too long wo shall bo. ' 

Mr. Smith, described us a "lay 
man and amateur who happened 
to servo as a member of a boaid 
of education," wrote "And Madly 
Teach" In 1949. This little book 
is probably as scathing un Indict- 
ment of modem education and 
.the "Spirit of the Times" at lias 
over been written. 

Education 
Required 

Mr. Smith pleads that "The 
need of our times Is not for more 
well-trained peoplo but for more 
better-educated people." Tho 
schools, ho charges, nre offering 
"diluted education;" as an exuni- 
plo ho quotes a statement from 
a school commissioner saying that 
we havo a right to expect the 
high school graduate to know 
"how to wrlto a letter . . . carry 
on a telephone- conversation, send 
a telegram, or carry on an Intelli- 
gent interview." 

Two paragraphs from "And 
Madly Tench" summarize the alt- 
ltude of the educational reform- 
ers:. 

Mistaken 
Belief 

"It is a mistake to conceive or 
education only as a training to- 
wards mocbanfeal competence, for 
competence alone can never make 
for that understanding of what 
human lite at its best can be — 
a deep-seated desire of even the 
most Inarticulate of human be- 
ings. Tho belittling of . . . 'venial 
Intelligence' and 'booklshness". . . 
seems highly futile, for by far 
the greater part of man's wisdom 
is stored up in books. And tho 
fact that one pupil may have less 
facility for gleaning It than an- 
other does not alter the truth that 
both have the need for that wis- 
dom. 

"Hero the teacher in the field 
may object: 'This is all very well 
but you don't know some of my 
pupils. Many of them are Just In- 
capable of learning the bookish 
subjects, and when they have real 
talent for more practlcul matters, 
It seems wrong to insist on the 
former while neglecting the latt- 
er.' But this is the challenge of 
modern teaching: how to roach 
every pupil, bookish and nonbook- 
Ish, with the world's wisdom. It 
Is not an easy tnsk (perhaps It 
calls for a genius wo haven't tho 
right to expect in the average 
teacher), but only by accomplish- 
ing it will human needs be met." 

Incompetent 
School Boards 

Albert Lynd, anothor critic of 
contemporary education, joined 
Mr. Smith In attacking education- 
al administration. In a 1950 mag- 
azine article entitled "Quackery 
In the Public Schools" (the same 
author has recently published a 
book of this title) he says that 
school boards fuss over bus routes 
and plumbing, but automatically 
rubber-stamp educational edicts 
from self-constituted authorities — 
"And these decisions are subject 
to change whenever tho gift of 
tongues may descend upon a new 
prophet of pedagogy." 

Speaking of government legis- 
lators: "Eager to show a proper 
zeal for our Schools, they havo 
been easily pcrsuuded that an 
educated teacher Is noccssarily 
one who has had a certain amount 
of head-rubbing by a professor 
of education." These "...have 
traded on the apathy or awo ut 
the laymen in nominal control to 
build a tight educational bureau- 
cracy, to which every working 
teacher or administrator must 
defer If ho dares dream of ad- 
Tancemont." Education courses ho 
labelB "accumulations of chaff dis- 
guised as academic disciplines." 

Parents Favour 
Private Schools 

Many parents disagreeing with 
the philosophy of modern educa- 
tion send their children to priv- 
ate schools In an effort to obtain 
for them a liberal education. Says 
Mr. Lynd of private school teach- 
ers: ". . . for whom the professors 
of education aro only an Inspir- 



ation for humour In the Masters 
Common Room." 

Doth Mr. Lynd and Mr. Smith 
havo roundly blasted the curricula 
of education schools. The former 
accused one school of concentrat- 
ing almost entirely on adminis- 
tration and method, ignoring sub- 
ject mutter. This school has ton 
courses In audlo-vlsuul techniques, 
and an additional ouc ill "Aduiiu 
Istcrlng the Use or Audiu-Vlsuui 
Materials." It has over fifty En- 
glish courses, about half a dozen" 
. . . deslgnod to doopen a candi- 
date's acquaintance with the sub- 
stuncc or tho langtiago and its 
literature." Even these included 
such titles as "elementary linguis- 
tics," "an Introduction to con- 
temporary adult rending," and a 
course Intended Tor "personal en- 
Joymcut und cultural growth." 

Supports 
Contention 

This would tend to support Ro- 
bert Maynard Hutching' content- 
ion that education Is bogged down. 
Mortimer Smith once found u Hst 
of qualifications for teachers, as 
drawn up by a school hoard. It 
Included Interest In tenchlng, pro- 
ficiency and skill in techniques, 
attractive personal qualities, will- 
ingness to experiment with new 
procedures, und knowledge of mo- 
dern trends lit education. "Not- 
ably absent from the list was 
knowledge or the subject or sub- 
jects to be taught." 

"Mass Mind" 
At Work 

This article has so far been a 
summitry or what one side Is say- 
ing. The other side Is not at all 
unwilling to shout It down; al- 
though Dr. (Jilbert li. Case, n uni- 
versity education department 
chairman, supplied little more 
answer to Mr. I.ynd's churge that 
schools were taking more and 
moro unto themselves than: "A 
great deal of this much-nmllgncd 
'enrichment' has been forced up- 
on tho schools through the rulluro 
or church, family, and various so- 
cial institutions to perform as 
they onco did In guiding youth." 
ir he is right, it is to no one's 
credit. 

Those whom the critics label 
"pedagogues" seem to have the 
public as a whole on their side; 
there Is a certain dirricult-to-meet 
logic In their claim that the re- 
formers are In the sky, whereas 
they are still on earth; a logic 
that appeals to tho "msss-mlnd" 
talked of by the reformers. 

Whoever Is right, the problem 
is not one that can be solved by 
any "ninss-mlnd." The funda- 
mental question of education is 
for every individual to consider.

students todayT It is eusy cnougn for tho 
Universities to blame tho High Schools, and 
for the High Schools to blauio tho Grndo 
Schools. Dut I believe that the schools aro 
aware of tho problom, and that they arc doing 
their level best to copo with It. 

I think that one of tho main reasons for 
the stiito or aHairs which University teachers 
nro deploring Is tho Tact that tho 'average 
youngster nowadays relies tor most of his 
entertainment on uural or pictorial media. The 
nverugo youngster nowadays listens lo tho 
radio: he watches films and television perform- 
ances: he looks at coailo strips, In which tho 
main Importance lies In tho pictures, not in 
tho (generally highly colloquial and gramma- 
tically unsatisfactory) letterpress contained In 
tlio 'balloons'. I believe thai youngsters now- 
adays rely very much less for their amusement 
on rending (lu tho proper sense of tho word) 
than youngsters did two generations, or even 
one generation ago. Good composition liublts 
are acquired by means of precept In the cluss- 
rooni: but they are acquired also by means or 
good reading habits; and good reading habits 
uro less rrequent now than they used to be. 
If one rends good books regularly, one learns 
how to write well. / . 

Again, we live in an ago In which almost 



everybody seems alwayn lo bo In a hurry, 
tirent numbers ot peoplo seem to bavé so much 
to do that they cannot afford the luxury of 
pausing to reflect before they say something, 
or wrlto somethlug. Many peoplo seem not to 
hnvo time for the thirty seconds' reflection 
which would enable them to avoid saying the 
opposite of what Hiey mean. 

A year or two ago I spout an hour discuss- 
ing with a group or freshmen the 'mlsrelated 
participle". Agnln and again I wrote a raulty 
sentence on the blackboard, and again and again 
the students — all or them — recognised the 
error. They told mo that tho sentence v.hk 
faulty, and they told mo why it wbb raulty. I 
wus encouraged. Tho very next week tho same 
Studej-ia submitted essays full or mlsrelated 
participles. These students had. In their essays, 
rolled to do themselves justice — becuusc, 1 
presume, they were In so much or a liurrj ~ 
to get on to tho next thing that they rould 
not permit themselves tho luxury or pausing tn ' 
think within the purviews or their own poten- 
tialities. What worries me most Is not tho case 
or tho student who errs through Ignorance 
so much as that or the student who errs because 
his design of llfo Is such that ho must do every- 
thing In a hurry without Indulging in the 
amount of reflection which will onable him to 
do himself Justice.

with English. The child learns 
words. He learns to recognize 
them. Ho starts to read. Mastering 
tho rudiments of individual letter 
formation, he starts to write. Ho 
Is encouraged to speak, to ex- 
press himself. The foundations 
are laid for formal written compo- 
sition. The speller and the lan- 
guage book make their appea- 
rance on the scene. The reading 
programme becomes Intensive. 
Stress Is placed on the acquisi- 
tion ot specific reading skills. 

Grammar, spelling and compo- 
sition are Included In the formal 
study of language. The child Is 
taught to write sentences, and 
later paragraphs of up to six or 
more "connected" sentences, rio 
is taught the rules of grammar, 
when to use did and done, saw 
and seen. Ho rnroly makes mis- 
takes in his workbook. Tbo teach- 
er has taught the rule; has made 
an advance, albeit a temporary 
one, against another form of 
wdrd usage. Unfortunately tbat 
Is little guarantee that tbe les- 
son curries over beyond the class 
room situation. 

Discarded 
Teachings 

Grammar rules and report 
cards are all too often discard- 
ed together on tho day ot gradua 
lion. 

A solution? Widespread educa- 
tional campaigns along such a 
line are difficult to envision. The 
school, with Jurisdiction over the 
child during but one fifth of his 
waking hours, does what it can. 

Good English Is a way of life. 

One thing is clear; unless such 
a way can claim many more con- 
verts In the next decade, another 
generation or children will he 
bringing school notes Baying "he 
dono" and will ho linguistically 
on Its way to tho dogs.
